Second: That cement curbs he con¬ 

structed along both sides of said Suffolk 
Avenue from the East property line of 
Baldwin Avenue on the West to the 
West curb line of Sierra Madre Place on 
the East, (except along such portions of 
said street between said intersections, 
where a cement curb has been con¬ 
structed to tlie official line and grade 
and accepted by said city), in accord¬ 
ance with the plans and profiles for 
such work on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of the said city, and city 
specifications for the construction of 
cement curbs on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of said city, said specifica¬ 
tions being numbered 2. 

Third: That a cement gutter two (2) 
feet in width be constructed along both 
sides of said Suffolk Avenue from the 
East property line of Baldwin Avenue 
on the West to the West curb line of 
Sierra Madre Place on the East, (except 
along such portions of said street where 
a cement gutter two (2) feet in width 
has been constructed to the official line 
and grade and accepted hv said city), 
in accordance with the plans and pro¬ 
files for such work on file in the office 
of the City Engineer of the said city 7 , 
and city specifications for the construc¬ 
tion of cement gutters on file in the 
office of the City Clerk of the said city, 
said specifications being numbered 8. 

That said ordinance provides as fol¬ 
lows, to-wit: 

That the said Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
finds, upon the estimates of the City 
Engineer of said city, that the cost of 
said proposed work or improvement will 
be greater than fifty (50) cents per 
front foot along each line of said street 
so proposed to he improved as herein¬ 
before set forth, including the cost of 
intersection work assessa! le upon said 
frontage; and said Board of Trustees 
determines that serial b ..ids shall be

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE CITY OF SIER¬ 
RA MADRE CALLING AN ELEC¬ 
TION TO BE HELD IN SAID CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE ON MONDAY, 
THE 1ITH DAY OF APRIL, 1910, 
FOR THE ELECTION OF CERTAIN 
OFFICERS OF SAID CITY; AP¬ 
POINTING THE OFFICERS OF SUCH 
ELECTION; FIXING THEIR COM¬ 
PENSATION; AND DESIGNATING 
THE POLLING PLACE FOR SAME. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That pursuant to the pro¬ 
visions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, dated March 
13th, 1883, entitled “An Act to provide 
for the organization, incorporation, and 
government of Municipal Corporations ’ 
and Acts amendatory thereto or supple¬ 
mentary thereof, said Board of Trustees 
hereby lixes Monday, the lltli day of 
April, A. 1)., 1910, for the day of hold¬ 
ing a general municipal election, and 
an election is hereby called to be held 
in said City of Sierra Madre on said 
day, within the corporate limits of said 
City of Sierra Madre, for the election 
of the following officers of said City, 
to-wit: 

Three members of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of said City, to hold office for the 
full term or period of four (4) years 
from and after the 18tli day of April, 
A. D.. 1910: 

A City Clerk; 

A City Treasurer; 

A City Marshal. 

Section 2. That the City Hall of said 
City of Sierra Madre be, and the same 
is hereby, fixed as the polling place for 
such election. 

Section 3. That the following qualified 
electors of said City of Sierra Madre 
are hereby appointed election officers for 
sucli election, to-wit: 


Judges: M. W. Copps, Rep.; A. L. 
Caskey, Deni. 

Inspectors: L. Dietz, Rep.: S. R. Nor¬ 
ris, Dem. 

Clerks: J. E. Jones, Rep.; H. W. Jack- 
son, Dem. 

Ballot Clerks: G. B. Morgridge, Rep.; 
J. L. Dunn, Dem. 

Section 4. That the compensation of 
said election officers for all services by 
them to be rendered as such is the sum 
of four dollars ($4.00) each, to be paid 
by warrants drawn on the City Treasury 
of the City of Sierra Madre in the same 
manner that other warrants are drawn 
on such treasury. 

Section 3. That the polls for such 
election shall be opened at six (6) o’¬ 
clock in the morning of said April 11th. 
1910. and shall remain and be kept open 
until six (6) o’clock in the afternoon 
of the same dy, when the polls shall 
be closed. 

Section 0. That in all other respects 
said election shall be held in accordance 
with the general election laws of the 
State of California so far as the same 
are applicable to municipalities of the 
Sixth Class. 

Section 7. The City Clerk of the City 
of Sierra Madre shall cause a notice of 
said election to lie posted conspicuously 
at the polling place hereinabove desig¬ 
nated at least ten (10) days before said 
day lierebv fixed for the holding of said 
election, and shall cause said notice to 
be published once per week for two suc¬ 
cessive weeks preceding said day so fixed 
for holding said election in the “Sierra 
Madre News,” a weekly newspaper pub¬ 
lished and circulated in the said City of 
Sierra Madre, and hereby designated for 
that purpose, which said notice shall 
state the purpose of said election; the 
officers of said City to be elected there¬ 
at; the time and place of holding the 
-a me. and the time of opening and clos¬ 
ing the polls. 

Section 8. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this Ordinance, and 


shall cause the same to be published 
once in the “Sierra Madre News,” a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in the said City of Sierra Madre, 
and hereby designated for that purpose, 
and thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take etfect and be in force. 

The foregoing Ordinance was adopted 
bv the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre at a regular adjourned 
meeting of said Board of Trustees held 
on the 17tli day of March, A. D. 1910, by 
the affirmative vote of at least three 
Trustees, to-wit:

much pay for little work. They have 
established a rival camp not far from 
the end of the car line, where Wada 
thinks, if not hoping, that they will 
prove so obnoxious to their white neigh¬ 
bors that they will be compelled to 
move. He says they have spread the 
report abroad that Wada himself moved 
his camp up there in hope that his cus¬ 
tomers will come to them for “Japanese 
boy help.” 


REGARDING FOREST LAND RENTALS 

Forest Ranger George Crow has re¬ 
ceived the following self-explanatory let¬ 
ter from the Chief Forester at Washing¬ 
ton: 

From Service correspondence and re¬ 
ports which have been called to my at¬ 
tention, I believe that many of the For¬ 
est officers are under the impression that 
the Department of Agriculture is, in its 
power permits, charging for water, for 
maintenance of the forest cover, for con¬ 
servation. for fall, and the like. I would 
be very glad if you would try to cor¬ 
rect this idea which seems to be prev¬ 
alent throughout the Service, and dis¬ 
courage the use of expressions and lang¬ 
uage which convey this idea, particularly 
in correspondence with the public and 
with other Departments. 

Under the Act of February 15, 1901, 
the Department of Agriculture makes a 
rental charge for the land used by the 
power companies. No charge is made for 
anything but for the use of the land. 
By Clause 1 of the standard form of 
power permit, the rental charge is meas¬ 
ured by the amount of electrical energy 
developed. This is the only fair way of 
determining the value of the power site 
and the rent to be charged for its use. 
The adoption of this method is probably 
responsible for much of the misunder¬ 
standing.
